A  Few  Facts  in  Regard  to  the  Losses. 


On  the  morning  of  June  1'',  1900,  within  a  brief  space  of  eig-ht  hours  time,  the  fair  city  of  Bloomington, 
Illinois,  lost  the  most  attractive  part  of  the  business  portion  of  the  citv,  destroying  over  two  million  dollars'  worth 
of  real  estate  and  personal  property.  The  fire  started  at  about  twelve  o'clock,  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  in  the 
Model  Laundry,  on  east  Monroe  street,  and  continued  until  about  eight  o'clock  the  following  morning,  extending 
three  blocks  west  and  two  south.     The  following-  list  of  losses  will  give  a  good  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  fire.
